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Struggling for real food? 


CalFresh could be the answer 
Students who need help can visit Basic Needs office

The old college stereotype about 
food is well-known; ramen, a lot of 
take-out, and mandatory attendance 
at every event that offers free food. 

But financial insecurity — includ- 
ing access to food — is a serious issue 
for many students as college tuition 
continues to rise nationwide. At Sacra- 
mento State, students living on or near 
campus also spend a large amount of 
their small funds on rent, leaving little 
for food. 

Students looking to make their 
lives easier with access to more food 
can apply for CalFresh, also known 
as the Supplemental Nutrition As- 
sistance Program, more commonly 
known as food stamps. 

If youre not sure how to apply, Sac 
State's Basic Needs case manager Dan- 
ielle Munoz and an office of interns are 
there to help. Munoz spoke with The 
State Hornet,about CalFresh and other 
ways students can help themselves go 
to class on a full stomach. 

Q: What do you and the CalFresh 
interns do when a student comes in 
asking for help on applying? 

Munoz: We spell everything out, 
and let them know exactly what they 
need to bring in. It's very easy to come 
in, we walk you through the whole 
thing and then you go back to class. It 
takes about under an hour. 

Q: Why do students need help? 

Munoz: The application can be 
really long and confusing. Sometimes 
it asks a question with an answer you 
dont know, and that can be discour- 
aging. Theyd rather just. back out of 
the whole application. A lot of our 
students have actually tried applying 
before and come to us because they 


need help. 

Q: Are there any other ways stu- 
dents can get more access to fresh 
food? 

Munoz: I think the most underuti- 
lized service right now is food banks. 
You can get tons of food there and 
sometimes it goes to waste because 
people dont come get it. River City 
Food Bank is right on the bus line near 
campus.” 

Q: What's the biggest hurdle to 
making financial security better for 
college students? 

Munoz: I would say we have to 
understand the actual income our 
students are working with and be re- 
alistic; if youre going to choose mar- 
ket-rate rent, you're going to make stu- 
dents live beyond their means. If you 
use the national living standard, where 
one-third of your income should go to 
your living expenses, then youre talk- 





ing students who should be spending 
$300 to $500 on their rent. They're ac- 
tually asking people to spend over fifty 
percent of their income on rent and 
we really have to understand that if 
were going to do that, we can't also ask 
students to be able to afford taking 12- 
15 units when theyve got to work to 
afford their rent. We're asking our stu- 
dents to take up to 15 units but we're 
also not giving them the tools and the 
framework to do it. 

Q: How often do you see students 
struggling with what they need to get 
by? 

Munoz: Every single day. I see 
almost 500 students a year and the 
majority of them are for (the services 
provided by) Basic Needs. Were in a 
housing crisis and the students are re- 
ally suffering from that. Students need 
to get savvy. It is a hustle.

TENSIONS HIGH AT PROTEST OF LAW ENFORCEMENT 


Black Lives Matter told to disperse after police said event was unlawful assembly

Protesters were called to disperse af- 
ter the Sacramento Police Department 
called their “die in” outside of a state- 
wide law enforcement expo unlawful 
on Tuesday, the six-month anniversary 
of Stephon Clark's death. 

A group of speakers — including 
Alicia Garza, the Co-Founder of the 
Black Lives Matter movement who 
later gave a scheduled speech at Sac- 
ramento State Tuesday night — were 


scheduled to start speaking outside the 
convention center at 11 a.m. 

The scheduled speakers did not end 
up giving their presentations, though 
some were in attendance at the protest. 

Before the event, Sacramento Police 
Department officers set up barricades 
in front of the Sacramento Conven- 
tion Center to create a barrier between 
the conference attendees and future 
protestors. 

During the event, Black Lives Mat- 
ter protesters and counter-protesters 
had multiple altercations over the oth- 
er groups motivations in protesting. At 


one point, police used their bodies and 
their bikes as a barricade between both 
groups. 

“Black lives matter” and “all lives 
matter” chants were being yelled while 
both respective groups stood across 
from one another, and tension mount- 
ed quickly. Loud profanities were heard 
being shouted from both sides, though 
there were violent acts that occurred 
between groups. 

“Its been six months since my 
brother passed and nothing has been 
doné;’ Stevante Clark, Stephon’s older 
brother, said while at the protest. “The 


city has failed, the police have failed, 
community leaders have failed.’ 

Sac State student Deon Taylor at- 
tended and handed out voter registra- 
tion forms to protesters. 

“I want to represent the minority 
groups and | also want to get people 
registered; Taylor-said. “If you want to 
see change you have to be a part of it 
and voting is a key to that.’ 

The Sacramento Police Department 
announced dispersal orders at 12:45 
p.m.; soon after, protesters started 
laying in purple coffins that they had 
placed previously on J Street outside 


of the Sacramento Convention Center 
where the COPSWEST Training & 
Expo was being held. 

Police officers on horses instructed 
their animals to move forward to push 
Black Lives Matters protesters back at 
around | p.m. 

As a result, protesters left the Con- 
vention Center and started walking 
down 12th street at around 1:15 p.m. 
A helicopter hovered overhead while 
Sacramento Police Department officers 
on bikes and motorcycles anticipated 
protesters movements.

about 4:45 p.m. 

The Cop Expo Shut Down was 
organized by the Sacramento chapter 
of Black Lives Matter to disrupt the 
“norm of a policing culture which 
lacks accountability and transparen- 
cy, according to the event's Facebook 
page. 

Black Lives Matter 
Adrienne Pennington said it was “the

perfect time” to demonstrate, due to 
the six-month anniversary of Clark's 
death and that the training brought 
law enforcement agents from around 
California. 

“California leads the way between 
Los Angeles County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment and Sacramento County Sher- 
iff’s Department with being the most 
egregious departments in the state of 
California, when it comes to transpar-

Sheriff Scott Jones encouraged the 
public to protest against Black Lives 
Matter protesters at a news briefing 
for the recent death of Sheriff's deputy 
and Sac State alum Mark Stasyuk. 

Stasyuk was shot and killed after 
responding to a report of a distur- 
bance at a Rancho Cordova Pep Boys 
Auto Shop. 

The counter-protestors that ar- 
rived expressed dissatisfaction with 


the timing of the original protest con- 
sidering Stasyuk’s death. 

“Tm kind of used to (the protests) 
already with everything that went on 
after the Stephon Clark shooting,’ 
Yolo County resident Brenda Carre- 
on said. “And with the shooting here 
yesterday of the officer here in Sacra- 
mento to come out here of all days to 
protest, it's not a good time.” 

“Tm out here because a sheriff was 
killed yesterday,” 
and American River College student 
Nick Fowler said. “I'm here for the 
cops that do the right thing.”

Mikaela Nocetti stood at the 
serving line in the Sacramento 
State Invitational in August, and 
for the first time in her career, she 
didn’t have a more experienced 
outside hitter by her side. 

When she arrived at Sacra- 





mento State after . transferring 
from the University of Portland 
in 2016, she played with then 
senior Madeline Cannon and 
then junior Shannon Boyle, then 
in 2017, Boyle remained. Now, 
Cannon and Boyle have graduat- 
ed and Nocetti is helping to lead 
fellow outside hitter, junior Sarah 
Davis. 

A season ago, Nocetti led the

and 12 digs. She picked up the 
tournament Most Valuable Player 
award and helped her team win 
two of its three games. 

Her next game would be 
against the University of Port- 
land, a school that she played at 
for one season in 2015. 

Nocetti has known she wanted 
to play volleyball since she was a 
child. Nocetti’s mother, Deanne, 
played at University of San: Fran- 
cisco and also coached afterward. 
Mikaela said that when she was 
young she was “always in the gym 
watching people play.” 

She played for Five Starz in 
Davis under former Sac State 
head coach Debby Colberg at 
and played varsity for four years 
at El Camino High. ‘Through- 
out her entire life, she has always 
played outside hitter. 

“IT love the position,” Nocet- 


ti said. “I think it’s fun that a lot 
of the time you’re in position and 
you have a big double block on 
you, and you get the chance to get 
past them and make it for the kill. 
It’s not always the easy way out.” 

While at El Camino, she was 
named “Volleyball Player of the 
Year’? by the Sacramento Bee in 
2014. 

“T’ve watched her play since 
she was probably 14 or [5 years 
old. We recruited her,” said Sac 
State head coach Ruben Vol- 
ta. “She has gotten better, her 
strength is that she is so reliable 
and so steady and she has. been 
like that her whole career.” 

Out of high school, Nocetti 
accepted a scholarship to the Uni- 
versity of: Portland and played in 
all 31 matches for the Pilots. But 
after a season where she recorded 


six kills and 89 digs, she decided 


-~ 


to head home to continue her col- 
legiate career. 

“I knew from the start that I 
didn’t really love the city of Port- 
land,” Nocetti said. “I love Sacra- 
mento and I wanted to come back 
to where I am from.” 

In her first season at Sac State 


-1n 2016, she was third on the 


team in kills and fourth in digs. 
In her second season as a junior 
in 2017, she led the team in kills 
while finishing third in digs. 

She won Big Sky Offensive 
Player of the Week in October of 
2017 as the Hornets finished the 
conference season 15-1. | 

Nocetti said she did not know 
what the award meant when she 
heard she had earned it. 

“After learning what exactly 
that meant I realized how much 
of an honor it is,’ Nocetti said. 


_ She.said that the most reward-_ 


ing game she has played was 
against North Dakota in the same 
month, when the Hornets won a 
five-set thriller over the titans. In 
that game, Nocetti had 21 kills 
and 18 digs. She also recorded the 
kill to win that game. 

“Tt felt really good to beat them 
at home in five sets,” Nocetti said. 
“I remember when we walked 
into the locker room, I was just so 
excited, it felt so good. We were so 
exhausted.” 

Nocetti is on pace to join the 
thousand digs and thousand kills 
club this season. A season ago, 
Shannon Boyle became the 12th 
player in school history to hit that 
milestone and now Nocetti is on 
pace to hit that mark. 

“I try not to pay too much at- 
tention to the numbers, I.do my 
best not to think about it because 
it’s a lot of pressure,” Nocetti 


said. “I just go out and do my best 
in every game.” 

The Hornets. faced Portland 
on Friday. When asked if she was 


uncomfortable about the game 


against the team she once played 


‘for, Nocetti said, “No, it was a de- 


cision I made, it didn’t have to doy. 
with other people.” 

“Obviously, I have ties there,” 
Nocetti said. “My coach isn’t 
there anymore, so it definitely will 
be a little less stressful. One of my 
best friends is still on the team in 
Portland, so it will be fun to see 
her. ’m looking. forward to the 
fact that it’s another game for us 
to improve as a team and get that 
team chemistry going.”

dy Dedini. 

The Hornets lost against UC 
Santa Barbara, California State 
University, Northridge, Univer- 
sity of Nevada, Las Vegas, UC 
Davis, and the University of the 
Pacific, and tied the game against 
Fresno State during double 
overtime. 

‘Dedini said he believes the 
team has potential to win games, 
the team just needs to find ways to 
score more goals. 

“You know, I like the talent 
that we have (and) the heart that 


this team has (and) the chemistry 
that we have,” Dedini said. “So 
now, it’s figuring out ways to finish 
off games and (score). We’ve just 
been letting in a few more goals 
then we would like, obviously.” 
Dedini said during the games, 
he used different formations like 
a 4-4-2 or 4-3-3 to find one that 
best suits the team. Dedini said he 
has also been trying new players 
in certain positions due to injuries. 
Dedini said sophomore goal- 
keeper Aaliyah Fesili and se- 
nior attacking midfielder Caitlin 
Prothe, who make a difference on 
the team, are two players that the 
team is trying to keep healthy. 
“Aaliyah Fesili, you know, in 
my opinion (is) one of the best 
goalkeepers in our conference 
and (we) haven’t used her at all

this year,’ Dedini said. 

Dedini said Fesili tore her 
anterior cruciate ligament. and 
hasn’t decided if it is worth play- 
ing her this year or saving her for 
a year by redshirting her. Howev- 
er, Prothe, who is recovering from 
a sprained medial collateral liga- 
ment, has been playing about 15 
minutes each half. 

“So really, right now, we are 
trying to get healthy so that we 
when go into conference. (play), 
we are as strong as we can be,” 
Dedini said. 

According to sophomore de- 
fender Christina Lazar and fresh- 
man goalkeeper Ailey Collins, the 


team has also been working on. 


building plays from the defense to 
connect with the midfielders and 
the forwards to score a goal. La- 


zar said the team is practicing on 
keeping the ball in order to create 
plays. 

Lazar said she is the leading 
scorer with two goals this season 
and she is one of the only return- 
ing defenders this year. She said

“So I went from being a fresh- 
man in a senior back line to be- 
ing a returner,” Lazar said. “So, 
probably taking that leadership 
role and leading out of the back 
and talking more.” 


Collins said she has started 


three of the five games the team 
has played this season. Collins 
said she is working on transition- 
ing from playing in high school 
to college, where the game has 


a faster pace and working on 
communicating more with the 
defenders. 

Dedini said he knows the re- 
cord may not show it, but the 
team has a lot of talent and he 
is optimistic about the rest of the 
season. He said the team is hun- 
gry for a win and that he hopes 
that they will be ready for confer- 
ence play. 

The Hornets first conference 
match is.an away match on Sept. 
21 against Eastern Washing- 
ton University and the Hornets 
will continue playing conference 
matches until Oct. 21 with a 
home match against the Univer- 
sity of Montana.

the fall of 2018 when she realized 
that there was no K-pop dance 
club on campus. While only be- 
ing a second year at Sac State, she 
has fianaged to get roughly 50 
new members to sign up during 
club rush and has led Krescendo 
to winning their first award. 
K-pop, also known as Korean 
pop music, generally falls under 
the pop category but also cov- 
ers what is popular in the music 
scene such as latin music or R&B. 
K-pop is represented in songs like 
“Gangnam Style” and will typi- 
cally be associated with popular 
groups like BITS, who are also 
known as the Bangtan Boys. 
##listened to a lot of K-pop in 
high school, so I wanted to apply 
my knowledge and create a space 
for people that shared the same 
interest,” Yang said. 
To prepare for their perfor- 
mance at SacAnime, they prac- 
ticed twice a week for four hours 
-each day. During the month of 
August, Yosemite Hall, which 
holds their practice studio, was 
closed for cleaning so they had to 
practice outside of the building in 
100 degrees Fahrenheit weather, 
Yang said. 

The competition only allowed 
up to eight members per team, 
but since most of Krescendo’s 


members were either away for the 
summer or weren't available, they 
had to compete with seven. 

Everyone in the dance battles 
were judged based on how well 
they can execute a K-pop dance 
cover for two to three minutes. 
Krescendo chose to cover the 
songs “KKPP” by MiSO and 
“Hey You” by 24K. The theme 
of the performance was flirtatious 
and to be cunning, Yang said. 

Krescendo’s main objective in 
the competition was to showcase 
their skills, but they never thought 
they would win, said Anthony 
Bernardez, secretary of the club. 

“We were all shocked that we 
won,’ Bernardez said. *I guess 
because when they announced 
the third place and second place 
winners, we knew they were re- 
ally good and didn’t think we 
compared.”

| Student housing must be affordable 


Spending half or more of income on rent weakens student education experience

Seven new housing projects are 


set to be built around Sacramento 
State — but in a time where hous- 
ing insecurity is commonplace for 


CSU students, developers should 


consider slashing rent prices for. 


students in need. 

The city of Sacramento at 
large is in the midst of a true 
housing crisis; apartment and 
house renting rates are rising at 
high ‘rates, due to a multitude of 
factors including gentrification 
and an exodus from the Bay Area. 

Sac State, and more impor- 
tantly, Sac State students, would 
be better served and more wholly 
educated if more student living 
options were present and more 
affordable. 

Ideal finance management dic- 
tates any one person should spend 
a third or less of their income on 
their housing; one-bedroom rates 
for Sac State dorms, student-liv- 
ing “apartment communities or 
other apartment complexes near- 
by all do not fit this model. 

The latter two often take up 


half or more of a student’s in- 
come, further necessitating stu- 
dent loans, or impacting a stu- 
dent’s. education as they make 
up the money with more hours 
working and less hours in class or 
studying. 

Giving students over 750 
rooms of various floor plans in 
the future housing projects is 
great and all, but rent ranging 
from $800 to $1000 a month is 
too much money for a college stu- 
dent to handle. 

Much emphasis has_ been 
placed on the concept of finishing 
a CSU degree in four years. It has 
long been accepted as the typical 
time frame, but steadily rising tu- 
ition and living costs for students 
have left them with a choice; take 
your loans and focus on school, or 
work your way through school at 
a level that past generations didn’t 
have to do. 

Increased availability of af- 
fordable housing could also be 
advantageous to Sac State’s goals 
of transforming the school’s im- 
age and reputation as a commut- 
er campus.
